But can you say that prayers to saints 
and images, prayers for the dead, and purgatory, are 
not mere Catholicity, and in no wise the doctrine of 
the Reformation ? 

Isaac. Without doubt, those tenets are Catholi- 
city ; but all the world knows, the Lutherans use im- 
ages in their churches and pray before them; and 
the holy synod of Charenton has declared, as was 
said in our first Dialogue, that the Lutherans have 
nothing of superstition or idolatry in their manner of 
divine worship. ‘This is also the doctrine of Jacobus 
Andreas, Brachmanus, Kemnit:us, Luther and Bren- 
tius, quoted by Beza; and why should not a doctrine 
judged by such eminent men to be of scripture, be 
called the doctrine of the Reformation? Prayers 
for the dead,and purgatory, are Catholicity confessed- 
ly ; but alas! it is tanght expressly by Urbanus Re- 
gius, -Bucer, Zuinglius, Melancthon, Luther, the 
Common-Prayer-Book in K.ng Edward’s time, print- 
ed in 1549, and many others of our learned doctors ; 
and what can you more justly call the doctrine of the 
Reformation than what such men teach to be the doc- 
trine of scripture? And thongh our brethren, the 
Quakers, Anabaptists, Presbyterians, and Episcopa- 
lians, judge prayers to the angels and saints to be no- 
thing else but Catholicity ; yet our Common-Prayer- 
Book has the same collect or praver to angels in St. 
Michael’s day, that the Catholic Mass Book has, and 
‘desires that the angels may succor and defend us on| 
earth ; and prayers, and Intercession of Saints are 
taught by Luther, Bilneus and Latimer, quoted by 
Fox ; and consequently it is the doctrine of the Re- 
formation. 

Isamaev. If all these Catholic articles may be 
safely believed by our Reformation, and be the doc- 
trine of the reformed church as well as of Catholici- 
ty, what difference exists between us and Catholicity, 
or why did we separate from them ? 

Isaac. I have told you already, that our differ- 
ence from Catholicity is not in what we believe, for 
we believe as well as they the Unity and Trinity of 
God, the Incarnation of his Son, &c. but in this, that 
the Catholics believe because the Pope and church 
say this is true revealed doctrine; and we believe, 
not because any Pope, church, or doctor says so, but 
because we ourselves judge by scripture it is so: for 
if a Catholic did say—I do not believe this is a re- 
vealed truth because the Pope and church say it is, 
but because I find by scripture it is true, he would 
be no Catholic. Believe then whatever doctrine you 
will, either Catholicity, Judaisin, Episcopacy, Ari- 
anism, or what else you please, provided you judge 
by scripture it istrue, and that you believe it, not 
because this or that church, congregation, or doctor 
believes it, but because you judge it to be true, you 
will be a true child of the Reformation. And _this 
is the reason why we are called a Reformation, and) 
why we separated from them, because they would 
have us take for our rule of faith scripture as inter- 
preted by them, and believe, not what we judge to be 
the doctrine of scripture, but what they judge: and 
this is also the reason why Presbyterians are jealous 
with the church of England, why Anabaptists forsake 
Presbyterians, why these are forsaken by Quakers, 
because each one would have the world judge as they 
do, and persecute and trouble one another, which is 
quite against the spirit of the Reformation: for where- 
as our rule of faith is no church, congregation, or 
man, but scripture as each one understands it ; it fol- 
lows, that by our principles every one must be per- 
mitted to believe whatever he pleases, and by so do- 
ing he will be a true child of the Reformation. 

IsumaeL. The church of England, nor any of our 
congregations, will never believe any of those Catho- 
lic tenets. 

Isaac. The time may come when they will be- 
lieve them all, and be still as good reformers as they

Latest rrom Evrore.—From London and Liver- 
pool papers of 9th January. 

The London papers abound in paragraphs relating 
to a private conference between the King and Earl 
Grey at Brighton. Many of them represent the cause 
as a very important one, but speak of it in their usu- 
al tone of mystification. It is supposed that a batch 
of new Peers are about to be created, in order to in- 
sure the passage of the Reform Bull in the House of 
Lords. 

It does not appear that the cholera is extending in 
any part of the kingdom. 

The papers contain a good portion of gossip rela- 
ting to the good understanding between the cabinets 
of Russia and Austria. 

London, Jan. 3.—The New Year, which is now 
fairly set in, teems with no pleasant prospects. The, 
continent is threatened with war—to begin on the 
15th inst. when the armistice terminates—and our 
country seems not likely to remain in repose. Ire- 
land is in a state that excites alarm ; and we read ac- 
counts of troops being sent to that country, and mil- 
itary preparations to awe the people, or preserve 
order. 

The Irish are outraged at the tithe system; seven 
millions of Catholics object to paying the clergy of 
two millions of Protestants ;* and the people of Eng- 
land, who find fault with their own churcl—who suf- 
fer most greviously from tithes—are to be called on, 
apparently, to support a large army, to keep tie Irish, 
Catholics in subjection. 

We have, then, something like war lowering at 
home; and war in support of a cause maintaining tne 
enormous revenues of the church, which a great part 
of our people abhor. 

Is it worth while—suffering as we are from the mis- 
management and plunder of a Boroughmongering 
Government—that we should aid in increasing and 
perpetuating its evils in Ireland? We regret to say 
that the reports at present are unfavorable to our get- 
ting rid of that government in England. 

No new Peers have yet been created; and it is, 
generally affirmed that many of Earl Grey’s support- | 
ers in the Upper House will desert him, if he creates | 
as many Peers as will suffice to insure the success,

TAHITI, AND THE PITCAIRN ISLANDERS. 

The following account, at once the most recent 
land circumstancial, of the state of Tahiti, and the 
‘deplorable condition of the primitive islanders of Pit- 
jcairn, Who have been transported to the licentious 
Ishind, has been addrassed from the spot to a scien- 
tific gentleman, who has kindly placed it at our dis- 





osal.—" 
Tanrrt, May 15, 1831. 
You remember, without doubt, the new Cithera 
jand its inhabitants ; who, notwithstanding what the 


ithe world, uniting the most immoral and vicious life 


ion; and who, as you know, after having prostituted 
itieir wives, their sisters, and their daughters, and 
these latter, after having passed the night on board 
the vessels, never fail, at least on Sundays, to go to 
church, hear sermons, say prayers, and sing psalins. 
Such as they were then, so are they now, except that 
ihey are getting weary of restrictions, and do things, 
a little more publicly, regardless of the Missionaries} 
and the laws which they have established. The! 
catises which have produced this change I shall 
now proceed to explain to you. 

The Queen had made a voyage to the west—to 
Raiatea, &c. [ do not know with what intention, but 
there, on the eve of quitting to visit Huheine, &c.. 
and return here, it was determined that she should 
be received every where according to the ancient 
|customs, and that the operation of the laws should be 
jsuspended during her continuance in each Island. 
‘I'he customs here referred to, have reference inere- 
ily to the practice of making presents-to the Queen, 
consisting of natural productions and stuffs of the 
country, in a droll manner, it is true—since women, 
enveloped in ‘Tapa (the country cloth,) present them- 
selves before her; afterwards men come, and unroll- 
‘ing these envelopes, leave them naked in the pre- 
jseuce of the Queen and the spectators ; all this is ac- 
,coumpauied by music, songs, and dances, &c.

| I could not learn whether she was received in this

‘ comfurtable” here. But to return to the subject. 
Happily fer the Missionaries, the -principal chiefs, 
Tati, Paofai, Hitoti, and Otomi, were as much op- 
posed to these ceremonies as themselves, though not 
precisely from the same motives ; for, although they 
are very excelient men, and according to the Mis- 


submit under the present head of the government, 
anless by force of arms ; and secondly, because from 
the maintenance of the Jaws they derive their sup- 
port, and between the three first named chiefs and 
the family of Pomare there exists an ancient enmity, 
of which the effects are often seen. ‘l'herefore, 
while the Queen was still at Morea the four chiefs 
called a general assembly at Papiete, and after some 
discussion sent a commission to Morea to try Mahi- 
ni, chief of that island and of Huheine, and the prin- 
cipal promoters of these ancient practices, and at the 
same time to announce to the Queen that she was 
not to expect a similar reception at Tahiti; to which 
they resolved to oppose themselves by arms if neces- 
sary. 

The most unfortunate circumstance in this affair, 
as it regards the missionaries who have published ac- 
counts of these is!ands, is, that the principal actors 
in this farce are Deacons of the Church established 
by them, such as the principal chief of Raiatea, Hu- 
heine, &c whose praises they have never ceased to 
want. Therefore when Messrs. Baff and Willliams 
arrived they strongly urged the necessity of suppress- 
ing the existing dissension, and in doing so almost 
excited a disunion among the Missionaries here.—It 
was amusing to witness the courteous epithets ban- 
ded between these Reverend brethren. ‘They made 
more noise in their little council than all the chiefs 
together, while haranguing in the presence of their 
armies, 

When the Queen arrived at Tahiti a general as- 
sembly was called; and surrounded by armed people, 
the subaltern chiefs deliberated on the manner of her 
reception. Some were for and some ayvainst the an- 
cient practice, and separated without coming to any 
decision. Some chiets, and the people of Tairaibu, 
gave their Tapa, not in the indecent manner that it 
had been done in the other islands, but, notwith- 
standing, contrary to the wishes of the principal 
chiefs, and against the law. Some time after 
this, ‘l'ati, Otomi, Paofai, and Hitoti, having leagued 
together, marched to ‘Tairaibu, to try the chiefs who 
jacted against the law. ‘'he latter took refuge un- 
der the protection of the Queen, who refused to de- 
liver them up; the first named-chief (‘Tati,) immedi- 
jately armed all his people to take them by force, and 
‘the Queen on her side prepared for defence. Things 
were in this state when two men-of-war, and a trans- 
port, having on board all the inhabitants of Pitcairn 
island arrived. ‘The first could not have arrived at a 
ibetter moment,nor the latter ata worse. ‘hey entered 
‘the bay of Papiete the following morning, and two 
days alter the people from Pitcairn were landed. 
| ‘The chiefs arrived with their armies on the 30th 
‘March. Tati and Otomi were the first, bringing 
jabout 1200 fighting men, and established them near 
ithe centre of the bay. Paofai and [litoti arrived 
lsoon after with 500 more. They had boldly march- 
led through the Queen’s army to join their allies.— 
‘They were well armed with muskets, pistols, and 
spears. ‘The chiefs were attired in a distinguished 
manner. Some time after, we saw the army of the 
Queen defile towards the north point of the bay, and 
established themselves about a mile from where the 
chiefs: had encamped. ‘The Queen’s party did not 
exceed 600 men, and could not have stood against 
the force of the chiefs. As soon as the Queen ap- 
peared round the point, she was saluted with eleven 
guns by the Comet, and immediately afterwards her 
commander landed to pay his respects. 

The Queen stiil refused to give up the accused 
chiefs, but offered, in their place, her aunt and some 
other of her relations, who had also been instigators, 
promising, at the same time, to desist from similar 
pretensions for the future, and to swear before the 
chiefs and people assembled, to render obedience to 
the laws. These condescensions did not satisfy the 
chiefs; they still demanded the accused. ‘The Queen, 
ijaccompanied by the commander of the Comet and 
other officers, approached, in the man-of-war’s gig, 
the encampment of the hostile chiefs. ‘Tati advan- 
ced to receive her, but soon returned ;—the chiefs 
would not hear her. The commander them address- 
ed them, but without effect. ‘I'hey replied that they 
were sorry to refuse him, but the interests of the is- 
land demanded that the guilty chiefs should be given 
up. The Queen was, therefore, obliged to retire 
without having obtained her wishes. Night ap- 
proached, and nothing was decided. The armies re- 
mained in their positions, and a degree of order pre- 
vailed in their camp that would confer honor on the 
most disciplined troops.

When the chiefs ‘saw that 
she was about to abandon her island, thinking that 
she had already been sufficiently humiliated, they con- 
sented to pardon the chiefs protected by her, and con- 
demned the others. ‘The scene that followed was 
most extraordinary. ‘The armed multitude, which 
hitherto had maintained order and tranquility, at once 
broke out into the utmost confusion and noise—and 
the previously hostile parties intermixed, and freely 
conversed with one another. ‘I’his singular contrast 
shows how blindly they submit to their chiefs, and 
how great would be the authority of the latter, if they 
knew how to exercise it. While the Queen was in 
a small island in the middle of the bay, where, it is 
said, she wept bitterly, the chiefs retired without far- 
ther conference, and in the evening Papiete was quite 
deserted. ;

Although about & years old, it would 
seem to be cast for the latitude of America in 1832. 





When the Reformation of Popery, as it is called, 
was undertaken by Martin Luther, about the six- 
‘teenth century, there were but three Cenominations 
‘of Religionists, if the ‘Turks deserve to be classed 
j|under suc: a title, namely, the Catholics, the Greeks, 
and the Mahometans. ‘The Catholics trace their 
claim to religion from the Apostles of Christ, and 
‘though composed of different nations, they all form 
| but one saciety, having the Biskop of Rome for their 
|| spiritual head, as the successor of St. Peter, who was 
\ithe head of the college of the Apostles. ‘The Ma- 
hometans took their rise from a man of the name of 
Mahomet, who was born at Mecca, in Arabia, in the 
year 571, of poor parents. At the age of forty he 
‘cammenced religion-mender, or rather a religion 
maker, as his doctrine was entirely new. He, like 











\religion had been corrupted by the Jews and the 
Christians, and that therefore Ged had sent him, as 
\his prophet, to restore it to its purity. He expleded 
ithe divinity of Christ, and not being able to contend 
jagainst the doctors and fathers of the Catholic 
Church with the force of reason and argument, he 
lexhorted his followers to take up arms {or religion, 
| promising a paradise of all the sensual pleasures to 
\those who should fall in defence of his new creed. 
Hence war and bloodshed were the weapons used by 
the new prophet and his suecesrors to propegate an 
impious doctrine and root out Christianity. The 
Greeks were those Christians who adhered to the 
schism first begun by Photius inté&, when he usurp- 
ed the patriarchal see of Constantinople, and reiused 
obedience to the Bishop of Rome, and afterwards re- 
newed in 1653 by Cerularius, cnc of the successors 
of Photius in that see. In point of doctrine the 
Greeks maintain the same articles as the Catholics; 
with the excéption only of the spiritual supremacy of 
the Pope or bishop ot Rome, and the procession of 
\the Holy Ghost from the Father and the Son. 

Such then was the religious state of the world in 
the beginning of the 16th century, when Luther, 
throwing aside the obedicnce he hed sworn to the 
‘Catholic Church, renounced her authority, and tore 
in twain the seamless garment of Christ. Having 
thus retused to submit to a regular system of divine 
power, the flood-gates of human caprice were let Icose, 
und a chaos of confusion has been the result. as will 
be afterwards shewn. ‘The Catholic Church, unalter- 
able and uneltered, pursued her usual course of ad- 
hering to the laws pointed out by her divine Founder, 
and the canons decreed by her parhements or coun- 
cils.
